India’s withdrawal of her representative in 


Lisbon, alarming though 
should not be taken more 
in Delhi. 

It is a warning and 
prelude to hostilities. 


India is beginning to bo tired 
of having “thos: pimples’, on 
her map,. be they Pondicherry, 
Yenam ,; where a miniature 
blockade, is being . waged, 
Daman, or Goo. But India 
will not- do anything drastic: 
In the end, India will wait be-- 
fore she sbsorbs these meaning-. 
lesg enclaves. 

Goa has a population of just 
over half a million. It falls 
into three classes. The uppcr 
class —: perhaps a few‘ hundred. 
‘families — speaks Portugucst, 
educates: its children in_ Lisbon,’ 
hos ‘connections with Portugal.
